Gallagher, 
however, was not troubled about the court 
proceedings for the reason that, although 
he has been In Chicago ever since his Indist- 
ment with Pelkus, the police have not been 


able to “find” him. The indictments ex- 


pected today will be similar to that under 
which Alexander Sullivan was found guilty in 
the lower court In the Lynch case. 
' Charge Against Pelkus. 

Originally Pelkus was charged with having 
falsified the Criminal court records so as to 
make them show that a charge of van- 
dalism against Gallagher had been stricken 
off the calendar. The record writer was 


dismissed by Criminal Court Clerk W. 
C. Lawson. The evidence Involved both 
‘him and Gallagher in the mutilation of the 
record, and both were included in the indict- 
ment. Although bribery evidence was pre- 
sented, the state’s attorney was afraid of a‘ 
failure of his witnesses to make „de- 
fore a petit jury, and did not press that 
charge. 

Evidence was given by Lippert, Gustav 
Sauer, and Samuel A. Grimlot. members of 
the Electrical union, who declared they 
had paid Pelkus $325 out of the funds of the 
union to save Gallagher. The latter had been 
indicted on charges of wrecking residences 
in which the electrical work had been in- 
stalled by nonunion men. 

Case Is Held on Calendar. 

The case was held on the calendar in the 
hope of apprehending Gallagher. and once 
was continued on the motion of the defendant. 
At the August term of court, Pelkus sur- 
prised the prosecution by demanding trial. 
He repeated his demand at the September 
term, and again at the October term.. The 
prosecution was unable to get its witnesses 
together and was compelled to wait an- 
other month. When Pelkus demanded trial 
for the fourth time, at the November term 
of court, the pfosecution was confronted 

with the alternative either of giving him a 
trial or dismiseing the case against him. 
under the four term demand rule. The No- 
vember term ends today. ‘ 

The case was put on the trial call before 
Judge Chytraus, Dec. 1, and again the wit- 

nesses failed to appear in court. Detective 
Thomas E. McAuliff of the state’s attorney's 
office was sent out to“ round them up.“ The 
result of his investigation was affidavits filed 
yesterday in court hinting at a conspiracy 
and the order of the court giving the state 
an extension of seventy days in which to 
dend the case to trial.

PLEA FOR A PARDON DENIED. 


Finally Charles Henrotin Has to Pay 
His Assistant's Fine. 


King Leopold of Belgium and Abdul Hamid, 
sultan of turkey will be grieved to learn of 
this.

On Wednesday, hav- 
ing passed through the due process of the 
police courts, he appeared at the house of 
correction to work out a $16 fine. 


Consular Papers in Bridewell. 
Unfortunately, Carle carried to the bride- 
well some import at keys of the consular 
ofllce and some pat ars which were needed in 
the transaction of official business. Mr. 
Henrotin located the attaché, the keys, and 
the papers in the bridewell and began an 
endeavor to release them. 

Unfortunately for these endeavors, Mayor 
Harrison did not go to his office yesterday. 
Mr. Henrotin prevailed on Abraham Merin- 
baum, bridewell pardon clerk, to carry the 
»pplication for a pardon to Mayor Harrison’s 
residence and request a release as an act ot 
official courteery, showing, the gocd will of 
Chicago to Turkey and Belgium. 

More unfortunately yet, Merinbaum, as he 
rode over to the mayor's home, kept turning 
the name of Carle over in his mind rntil he 
came to the conclusion that the attaché had 
been in the bridewell before. 

“TI have a fine memory,” he admits mod- 
estly. 
When this suspicion was mentioned to the 
mayor the order went forth that the man 
inight be released providing this was his first 
trip to the house of correction. Carle at the 
bridewell stoutly maintained that he never 
had been sent there. 


Carle Betreys Himself. 
MerinbaunPand Supt. Sloan then began the 
intrigue. Carle is 4 Frenchman. Another 
French prisoner was placed in a cell next to 
his, The two became communicative, and 
Carle admitted to his fellow. countryman 
that he had been there before. The other 
Frenchman betrayed him to the authorities.

LABOR ENVOY IS DISOWNED. 


Congressman in Whose Behalf He Ap- 
peaied Does Not Know Him. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—An 
exciting incident occurred in Speaker Can- 
non’s room at the capitol today when, as a 
result of insulting remarks, Mr. Cannon 
angrily ordered J. Schulteis removed from 
his presence and directed his messenger not 
to allow the visitor to enter the room again. 

Schulteis, who lives in Washington and 
claims to be chairman of the legislative 
committee of the Knights of Labor, entered | 
the speaker's room and peremptorily de- 
manded the appointment of Representative | 
Livernash of the union labor party as chair- 
man of the committee on labor. 

When Schulteis was admitted to the speak- 
er’s room this morning he was in an ugly 
mood and members of congress waiting to see 
the speaker were greatly surprised to hear 
him declare in a loud voice that the commit- 
tee on labor had been packed against 
labor, and he had come to see about it. 

This charge angered the speaker, who de- 
clared the remark was an insulting Insinua- 
tion, and he gave Schulteis a lecture he will 
not forget soon. The speaker told him the 
labor committee would consist of representa- 
tive men, honest and fair, and that such 
charges would not be countenanced.

CTIVE}PRACE FOR BALKANS. 


European Powers Are Abont to 
Take Charge of Macedonia. 


GOVERNOR TO BE CHRISTIAN, 


Pourparlers Looking. to Concerted Ac- 
tion to End Reign of Anarchy.

LONDON, Dec. 4. —It looks as if the Balkan 
question, which for years has been the 
béte noir of Europe, is about to be settied 
for good. Negotiations were begun by the 
powers today which are almost sure to resuit 
in an international administration for Mace- 
donia along the lines observed in the present 
government of the island of Crete.

Russia and Austria have proposed to the 
other powers that immediate steps be taken 
to put into operation a plan which in its 
general outlines resembles that now en- 
forced in Crete. 

Sultan Paves the Way. 

This proposal is the result of the accept- 
ance in principle by the sultan three days 
ago of the Russo-Austrian note concerning 
reforms in Macedonia. which was submitted 
to the porte after the recent conference be- 
tween Czar Nicholas and Emperor 
Joseph. 

To what extent each power will participate 
in the organization of an international gen- 
darmerie, to be formed for the preserva- 
tion.of.order. and which power will be placed 
in supreme command of the gendarmerie, as 
well as other details, must be settled by the 
negotiations between the powers. 

This proposal of the two powers dissipates 
the apprehension which has prevailed in 
diplomatic circles on the continent that 
Russia and Ausiria were arranging a settle- 
ment of the Macedonian question in a way 
to insure their own interest. 


Governor to Be a Christian. 

It is believed the powers will this time 
unite in the appointment of a Christian gov- 
ernor of Macedonia. While it is intended 
that the Christians shall be protected, there 
is also a determination that equal protec- 
tlon shall be accorded the Mussulmans. All 
the powers concerned are anxious to settle 
the difficulties in the Balkans so that they 
can no longer menace the peace of Europe. 

It is believed that results identical vith 
those obtained in Crete ave likely to follow 
from the enforcement of a  imilar policy in 
Macedonia. At first a large force was sent 
to Crete, but at present there are not more 
than 1,600 mén there, representing the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, France, Russia, 
and Italy. 

Germany May Object. 

How the Russo-Austrian proposal will be 
received by the powers is not known, as ite 
presentation only occurred today. It is 
thought, however, that it will be acceptable 
to France, Italy. and Great Britain, but 
that it is likely to be opposed by Germany. 

Though this proposed action will be an- 
other step towards the separation of Mace- 
donia and Turkey, there te nothing in the 
proposal to indicate that the powers have 
any intention of weakening Turkish owner- 
ship of the territory. As the sultan accepted 
the principle of the Russo-Austrian note, it 
follows as a natural consequence that be 
will not be Hkely to oppose the enforcement

EMPLOYERS PLAN 


Executive Committee of Citi- 
zens’ Industrial Associa- 
tion Takes Action.

Platform to Public. 


A platform was adopted as an open let- 
ter to the public and affiliated associations. 
It states that the present industrial condi- 
tions have become so deplorable by reason 
of the “indefensible methods and claims 
of organized labor that the time has come 
when the employing interests and good citi- 
zenship of the country must take immediate 
and effective measures to reaffirm and en- 
force those fundamental principles of Amer- 
ican government guaranteeing free com- 
petitive conditions. 

In its demand for the closed shop it is held 
organized labor is seeking to overthrow in- 
dividual liberty and property rights. : 

Because of the fight for the closed stop 
it is sald many firms have been driven 
into bankruptcy and “ cases are innumerable 
in which workingmen have been disabled 
and evén murdered, while numerous faml- 
lies have been rendered destitute by reason 
of the tyranny and seditivus attacks upon 
society by the strike organizations. A con- 
dition of anarchy has existed continuously 
in some states for months past, and, in 
fact, the acts of lawlessness committed under 
the sacred name of labor are of such fre- 
quent recurrence that the public sense of 
their enormity has become blunted. The 
period of great prosperity brought about by 
the unrestricted operation of the law of 
supply and demand is also being destroyed 
by the acts of violence of organized labor, 
and as a result we are now confronted with 
the possibility of a period of depression.” 


Organization Held Invaluable. 


As a reason for the association's existence 
the platform says: It is only 4 the 
machinery of organisation t We can hope 
to exercise a potent and salutary influence 
over public thought and the conduet of pub- 
lic officials, to the end that the rights of 
American citizenship can be assured to free 
and independent labor, the rights of property 
protected, and legislation of a socialistic 
nature prevented from being enacted. into

Sn FOR PICKETS’ ACTS. 
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Doings of Strikers—Decision Forms 


Wins Victory in Another Matter. 


— 


Organised labor received a severe blow yes- 

terday when Judge Jesse Holdom found 
Franklin union No. 4 of pressfeeders guilty 
of illegal acts as an incorporated body and 
Hable to a fine of from 81 to 55,000. 

It is the first time an American trades union 
has been held responsible for the acts of its 
pickets and agents and creates a precedent 
that has been dreaded by every labor leader 
of the country. To them it appears to be the 
forerunner -of damage suits against every 
organization that calls a strike. 

Judge Holdom’s decision was in a contempt 
case brought by the Chicago Typothete—a 
body of printing firms—against the Franklin 
‘union, charging it with violating the court's 
injunction. The injunction was issued on 
Oct. 9 and prohibits the members of the union 
from picketing the plants of the Typothets 
and intimidating their employés. 3 


Amount of Fine to Be Fixed. 


Although the court found the union guilty, 
it did not specify the amount of its fine. At- 
torneys A. H. Weseman and H. K. Tenney. 
who represented the firms, asked that the 
organization pay the maximum sum of $5,000 
and that the money be turned over to the 
Typothete. This Judge Holdom denied, say- 
ing that the firms have redress through civil 
proceedings. The judge announced that he 
would hand down his decision regarding the 
fine this morning. | 

A portion of Judge Holdom's findings 
against the union read as follows: 

“The only question is whether Franklin 
union No. 4 had knowledge of the violation 
of the injunction, whether it knew that its 
members were restrained from picketing and 
patrolling the plants of the various companies 
or in any manner interfering with their busi- 
ness. 

A corporation is liable to be punished by 

a fine. In this case it resolved itself down 
into a question of legal proof: What was the 
evidence that would tend to show that Frank- 
Un union No. 4 had knowledge of the viola- 
tion of this injunction?’ 

After discussing the evidence, the judge 
took up the charges made by the Typothete2 
attorneys that President C. F. Woerner and 
Secrétary John M. Shea of the union knew of 
the violations of the injunction. The attor- 
neys were desirous of having these men pun- 
ished as individuals, but the judge refused to 
take that action, although he declared that 
both were cognizant of the assault cases and 
could not plead ignorance. 

‘ The officers of the union were in this court 
when the facts of the assaults were heard,“ 
he said. “ The president and secretary, the 
president particularly, were present in this 
court at nearly every hearing since the in- 
junction was granted. 

“If the union is a party to an unlawful 
combination then all in the union are equally 
a party. If at any time it becomes a party, 
alder, or abettor to the picket line at which 
assaults occur, then all are party to the un- 
lawful combination. If they are a party 
they are guilty of violation of the injunc- 
tion.“ 


The Franklin unlon No. 4 is one of the 
richest independent labor organizations of 
It has 1,800 members, and its 
‘treasury is said to contain over $40,000. Many 
of its people are employed at present. 

Strikers Gain a Victory, 

Coupled with the action of Judge Holdom 
came a substantial victory for the strikers, 
In this battle they have been fighting not 
only the Typothete but also the Interna- 
tional Printing Pressmen’s union. and the 
Allied Printing Trades council. Asa result 
of the struggle these two organizations are 
in a dilemma, for.they may have to take 
away their label from every printing house in 

The laws of the Allied Printing Trades 
council provide that a firm must employ none 
but members of the unions affiliated with it 
to obtain the label. It has organized a 
union to compete with the Franklin, which 
it outlawed, but the firms will net hire the 
members and the council, to be consistent, 
must take away its trade mark from those 
that refuse. | 

The council-does not dare to deprive the 
firms of the label for fear of a general war, 
and has appointed a committee to try to 
amalgamate the new with the old press- 
feeders’ organization.

YALE DEFEATS HARVARD 
THE ANNUAL DEBATE. 


Discussion at New Haven on 
the Issue of Trades Unionism—Four 
Victories for Eli, Ten for Crimson.

New Haven, Conn., Dec, 4—[Special.]— 
Yale won the sixteenth annual debate with 
Harvard tonight, the forensic competition 
which 3,000 persons in Wolsey Memorial 
hall heard being frequently punctuated with 
applause. Yale has now won four and Har- 
vard ten debates. 2 

Gen. Francis V. Greene of New York, John 
C. Milburn of Buffalo, and the Rev. Dr. W. 
H. P. Faunce, president of Brown university, 
who. acted as judges, said upon form, sub- 
stance of the argument, and logical presenta- 
tion the judges were unanimous for Yale. 
They also complimented Harvard strongly. 
The question under debate, Yale having the 
affirmative and Harvard the negative, was: 

Resolved, That the history of trade union- 
ism in the United States for the last twenty 

ears shows a general tendency detrimental 
1 the best interests of the country.” 
| The debaters for Yale were: Marion Leroy 
Burton, 1906,T. S., Montevideo, Minn.; Robert 
Studebaker Binkerd, 1904, Brooklyn, N. T.; 
and C. L. and Carrol Linwood Beedes, 1906, 
L. 8. Harvard was represented by Ellwood 
Milton Rabenold, 1904; Norton Eugene 
Weldy, 8. L.; and Ferdinand Quinton Mor- 
ton, 1906 (colored). 

At Yale’s invitation a number of leading 
labor union officers of the state were present 
to hear the arguments. A much larger dele- 
gation of local workingmen who applied 
for admission tickets was scattered through 
the hall. Naturally they liked better the 
Harvard arguments. Yale students cheered 
s.arvard after the decision. 

Yale’s argument showed the tendency of 
trades unionism during the last twenty years 
had set up union labor’s rights above all 
other interests, insisting that violence had 
been resorted to in almost every strike of 
importance. 
chief demand was the reinstatement of the 
union men. Yale did not question the pos- 
sible value of trade organizations. 6

Longer Day Causes Struggle. 

The nine hour day has prevailed in the 
valley for several years and employer. and 
employé have been contented. When the 
boom in business subsided the firms organized 
an employers’ association under the tutelage 
of F. W. Job. In accordance with his policy 
they began preparations for “ curbing ”’ 


trade unions and cutting down expenses. The 


— step was the adoption of the ten hour 
y. 

Thursday night the manufacturers in Ba- 
tavia served notice on their men that the 


work day would be mereased, and the 300 


machinists struck. Business Agents J. J. 
Keppler and Lee Fischer and American Fed- 
eration of Labor Organizer Ireland hastened 
to the town. to assume charge of the strug- 
gle. They intend to spread the strike if 
necessary and make it involve the 10,000 wage 
earners who are employd throughout the 
valley. In this stand they have received 
promises of support from Secretary Thomas 
i. Kidd of the Amalgamated Woodworkers. 


Shipbuilding Force Is Cut. 

The shipbuilding company at South Chica- 
go began to lay off men aß soon as orders 
dropped. Already 700 workers have been 
discharged, and more are expected to go. The 
company recently renewed its agreements 
with the various unions it employs, but re- 
fused to make them binding for more than 
six months. 

In the face of these evidences of industrial 
unrest the stationary engineers in the down- 
town office buildings are demanding 37% 
cents an hour, 94% cents more than their pres- 
ent scale. The managers have notified them

Taught How to Imitate Liquors. 

The lawyers charge that the academy, the 
first of its kind in America, teaches how to 
imitate, various brands of liquors. 
they show the academy’s catalogue, in which 
it is stated that pupils aretaught: . 

“ How to manufacture gins, rums, brandies, 


bitters, cordials, and specials, such as Dam- | ° 
jana cordial, Fernet-Branca, etc., in fact. 


every kind of liquor there is on the market. 


“ How to make the essence and all the in- 


gredients used in the manufacture of the 


same. 
“How to imitate imported liquors and 
straight whiskies. 
„How to give new whiskies artificial age. 
„How to give low proof goods strength.” 


Defends Work of Academy.“ 
Charles Norton, who is at the head of the 
academy, made the iollowing statement: 
„Our processes are perfectly legitimate. 
We alm in our academy:to teach the com- 
pounding, rectifying, and distilling of all 


\ spirits and liquors. By this we mean all 


specific brands. We analyze the various 
liquors, and teach the compounding of them. 
Our policy is at all times to instruct our 
pupils not to use the names or labels of these 
liquors in making them and placing them. 
on the market, but if they see fit to do it, we 
have no way of preventing them.“

ARREST THREE NEAR BOSTON.

Break Into House im Suburb of Revere 
and Seize Plant Containing Machin- 
ery of Fine Workmanship and Pa- 
per Enough te Make Million Dol- 
lars in Notes—Men in Oustody be- 


Seven Taken at New York. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 4—[Special.]—A coun- 
terfeiting plant, containing machinery of 
the finest workmanship and paper enough 
to print a million dollars in spurious notes, 
was raided in the neighboring town of Re- 
vere today by government secret service 
officials and three men were arrested. These 
men are all said to be well known counter- 
feiters. They are John Davis, Joseph Bou- 
menblitt, and Moses Novak. It is under- 


stood that the government made seven simul- | 


taneous arrests in or near New York. 

Davis is also known as Philip Schwart, 
Henry Smith, Henry Lieberman, and J. 
Weissman, while Novak has one alias, that 
of H. Frankel. Davis is 33 years old and 
is believed to be the head of the gang. Ac- 
cording to the secret service officers he is 
well known not only in this country but also 
in Europe. 

New Yorkers Behind Plot. 

It is believed that New York parties were 
behind the plot which was exposed today in 
Revere, and the counterfeiting is sdid to 
have been carried on either in that city or in 
Newark, before a portion of the gang came 
te this city. 

Novak, or Frankel, as he was known in 
Revere, came from New York about two 
months ago, accompanied by a woman, and 
hired a house. Soon after he took possession 
the authorities at Washington began to re- 
ceive numerous complaints that counterfeit 
money was being freely circulated in New 
England. From the larger New England 
cities and from New York came the report 
that numerous spurious gold and silver cer- 
tificates were being circulated. The smaller 
towns and cities were also flooded with 
counterfeit notes. 

As soon as the secret service officials 
thought they had located the gang operating 
in this vicinity, Agents W. J. Flynn of New 
York, John E. Murphy of St. Louis, and Jo- 
seph B. Murphy of Boston were put on the

FORMER ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN 


VICTIM OF PNEUMONIA. 


Taken with a Chill While Attending 4 


Representative Williams M. Springer of IIll- 
nois, formerly democratic leader in the house 
of representatives, died at his residence here 
this morning of pneumonia. Mr. Springer 
was taken Ill in Chicago on (Thanksgiving day 
while attending a dinner party. He was 
suddenly seized with a violent chill and from 


hopeful, as his temperature again became 
normal, but they were fearful of a collapse, 
which occurred shortly before 3 o’clock and 
the former congressman and judge sank rap- 
idly, and died at 3:25 o’clock. His wife and 
his son, Chaplain.R. W. Springer of the army, 
and Drs. George Curtis and J. B. Gregg Cur- 
tis were with Mr. Springer when he died. 


Was Popular in Congress. 

The former congressman, who was ex- 
tremely popular in Washington, was elected 
to congress from the Springfield district 
in 1874, and served until 1895. He was an 
extremely active man and was prominent 
during his entire public life. He was at one 
time leader when the democrats controlled 
the house, being chairman of the ways and 
means committee. He took a conspicuous 
part in the bitter and prolonged fight in the 
Fifty-first congress over the adoption of the 
Reed rules, which democrats asserted were 
framed to gag the house and deprive the 
minority of its rights. Later he participated 
in a fight for the Wilson tariff bill. 


Career on the Bench. 
After leaving congress Mr. Springer was 
appointed chief justice of the Supreme court 
of Indian territory, and his term of office 
expired in 1899. Since that time he has been 
engaged in the practice of law in this city. 
His mission to Chicago was in connection 
with the-drainage canal suit, now pending 
in the Supreme court of the United States.

Woods had evidently planned the crime, 
but none of his friends had the least inti- 
mation of his intentions. He had been ill 
and had not been away from his house for 
four days. Today he sent for R. A. Penquite 
and John Mains, neighbors and business 
partners. After talking fora time Mr. Mains 
rose to go. Mr. Woods protested and asked 
him to remain, as he had other matters he 
wishéd to discuss. Excuse me, he re- 
marked. 1 will be gone only a minute 
and then want to talk with vou.“ 

Mr. Woods stepped into the bathroom and 
closed the door. A moment later the report 
of a revolver was heard and his body was 
found on the floor. 

Mr. Woods was interested in several Iowa 
banks located at Colfax. Ira, Mitchellville, 
Baxter, Minden, and Mingo. The State 
bank at Baxter closed this morning. fear- 
ing a run, but willopen tomorrow. The state 
bank examiner has sent inspectors to each 
of the institutions to investigate, although 
they are believed to be solvent. About $20,-

GOODBY: 


STILL ABSENT FROM 
CLASSROOM AT UNIVERSITY. . 


‘Belief Growing at the Midway That the 
Noted Young College Athlete Is 
Gradually Dropping Out of His Col- 
lege Connections and Will Soon Se 
Hopelessly Behind in His Studie 
Coach Stage’s Condition Has In- 
proved. 


In spite of the assurances of his fraternity 
associates and his promises to return to col- 
lege, Walter Eckersall failed to appear at 
the University of Chicago yesterday. Part 
of the day he spent with his friends at Hyde 
Park High school and the rest of the time 
he was not to be found. Rumors are cur- 
rent on the university campus—and are be- 
ginning to be belleved—that. Eckersall has 
quit the university, either to go to work or 
to enter some other college. 

During the fall term Eckersall has fre- 
quently been absent from classes, and these 
absences, coupled with those of the entire 
last week, are said to have caused him to in- 
‘our enough cuts to deprive him of fu 
credit in some of his courses. It is the cus- 
tom at the university to give a cut for 
every absence, and when fifteen “ cuts have 
been given a student in any one course, ha'f 
credit only is given. If Eckersall has ex- 
ceeded this number, his credit for the fall 
term would not be complete, and he would 
not be eligible for any athletic contests next 
term until the deficiency was made up. 

This being the case, it is thought among 
the students that when Eckersall failed to 
return to college, he had made up his mind 
to quit, or he would not have run the risk of 
being kept out of athletics because of de- 
ficiency credit. The protests of his fraternity 
associates are held to be responsible for 
his promise to return, but his failure to keep 
the promise has made even his closest friends 
doubtful of his intentions. it 

If Eckersall fails to return to college he 
cannot receive his C“ for his work during 
the football season. If he goes to another 
institution he will not under the present 
conference regulation be eligible to compete 
in athletic events until next winter. , 

Eckersall’s brother said last night at his 
home that the little athlete had no intention 
of leaving college, but would return to the 
university. 

More encouraging reports on the condition 
of Coach Stagg of the University of Chicago 
were given out yesterday, and hope for his 
recovery from his severe attack of pneumonia 
is felt in athletic circles at the Midway school. 
The nurses reported he had passed a good 
night and that they were satisfied with his 
progress. Mrs. Stagg’s mother also showed 
improvement. Dr. Charles E. Kahlke, the 
physician in charge of the case, said late 
last night: Mr. Stagg is holding his own, 
and the prospects for his recovery look 
brighter than they have for two days. His 
strength is holding out well, but the nervous 
strain to which he has been subjected has 
told on him. We expect he will continue 
about the same for three or four days, and 
then the crisis will come.” |

wood High school football teams gave up all 
hope yesterday of playing their post-season 
game on Marshall field this afternoon, as was 
planned.

A mat- 
ter which is thought to have figured in the 
case is the recent game between Brooklyn 
High and North Division. Ed Hill, the 
North Division full back, who was barred by 
the high school board, was played in the 
game, and when Prof. Keeler of Englewood 
met Supt. Cooley at the meeting he brought 
the matter up and brought forth further ac- 
cusations from the North Division professor. 
As the story goes, the two board members 
began to make charges against the other's 
team and Supt. Cooley finally suggested that 
the game should not be played. 

All three of the parties who were at Thurs- 
day's conference refused to discuss the mat- 
ter except to say that the contebt was called 
off on account of the cold weather. Even the 
captains of the rival teams were not told the 
real reason for the action,.and members of 
the two teams spent most of the day trying 
to find cause for the faculty action. 

As the matter now stands the high school 
championship will not be decided this season, 
which is the first time it has occurred since 
the High School league was formed.

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| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON "CHANGE. | 


The drop of 9 points for the month in the 
Ohio wheat condition, which is 19 points low- 
er than a year ago, reflects the necessity for 
considerably more moisture than the growing 
crop has been favored with. The trade yes- 
terday construed the Ohio report as a particu- 
Jarly bullish document, especially in its re- 
lation to the forthcoming reports from In- 
diana, Illinois, and other important wheat 
growing states. The point was made that if 
Ohio had sufferede to the extent shown, a 
logical conclusion was the percentages of 
condition would be materially lowered in the 
| wheat states yet to hear from. Both the 
Modern Miller summary and the official rec- 
ord of November precipitation were in line 
“with the Ohio report. Figures furnished by 
the weather bureau showed marked deficien- 
ctes in the upper Mississippi and the Ohio val- 
leys. In Illinois, Iowa. Missouri, Ohio, and 
Tennessee the November deficiencies in rain- 
fall ranke from . to over 2 inches. At Cairo 
there was a deficiency of 2.12 inches. St. 
Louis reported a deficiency of 2.5, Keokuk 
1.92, Kansas City 1.58, Oklahoma 2.11, Mem- 
phis 2.27, and Indianapolis 2.11. Kansas ap- 
peared to be about the only wheat state 
where a deficient precipitation was not 
shown, although private advices from that 
section have for several days compleined of 
dry conditions.

struction of the electric street car barn in Cleve- 
land, O., the fire starting at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, at which time the power was cut off, practi- 

ly @ total loss resulted not only to the building 
but to the care therein. It is held that the frequent 
fires in this class of property seem to show that 
under existing conditions the underwriters should 
not anticipate the salvage of any number of cars. 
The fire originated within 4 car. The majority of 
fires within these car barns, it is said, originate 
within the cars themselves. It is also said that 
many such fires undoubtedly are due to not en- 
forcing the rule for the removal of trolley arms 
from all wires. The destruction of the car storage 
building at Lewiston, Pa., Dec. 1, and the barn 
fire at Mugcatine, Ia., may be found to add similar 
testimony. It has been suggested that the only 
possibility of rendering thie clase of insurance 
less unprofitable is by instituting a more thorough 
system of inspection and reinspection, tending to 
eliminate many causes of fire.

1885, from Ira McCord and 
others, for $310,000. Mr. McCord had owned 
the land since before the fire of 1871, and 
after the fire built the present bulid- 
6 property has so increased in value 
since that time that the board of review 
valuation on it is now $1,082,475, $60,475 of 
this being on the building. 

That the eastern capitalist making the loan 
is a man of large financial resources is shown 
fact that the largest of his individual 
loans made in Chicago previous to this one 
was $250,000 and made in August, 1899, on 
the northwest corner of Randolph street and 
Wabash avenue. 

Charles E. Huber has secured a loan of 
$36,000 from Moses B. Greenebaum, $38,000 
for five years at 6% per cent, and $3,000 for 
one year at 5% per cent, The security is a 
trust deed on the property in Calumetavenue, 
seventy feet north of Fifty-first street, east 
front, 188x102 feet.

EASTERN EXPORT GRAIN RATES 
ARE REDUCED. 


After a Long Conference in Ohicage 
the Western Roads Indace Officials 
of Lines te the Atlantic to Make. a 

Out of 1 1-8 Cents to Save Business 
from the Gulf Roade—Northwestern 
Roads May Make a Further Redue- 
tion.

The Central Freight association roads at a 
meeting held in Chicago yesterday and at 
which the Chicago-St. Paul roads were rep- 
resented decided to reduce the rates on - 
port grain and grain products to the basis 
of 16%, cents a hundred pounds from Chicago 
to New York. 

At the beginning of this week the eastern 
roads advanced the rates on export grain 
and flour from 16 to 18 cents, in spite of the 
fact that the rates to the gulf ports were 0 
low as to force all the grain and flour from 
Missouri river territory to the gulf. Tus 
TRIBUNE recently published an article show- 
ing that the edvance made by the eastern 
roads was a serious mistake and that it 
practically placed an embargo on export 
shipments to the Atlantic porta. Not only 
was the Missouri river business being di- 
verted to the gulf, but the northwestern 
roade found flour could be shipped from 
Minneapolis to Kansas City, and thence to, 
the gulf at much lower rates than to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 


Convinced Reduction Is Necessery. 
The facts and figures presented by Tun 
Turnunm set the eastern traffic officials to 
thinking, and they came to the conclusion 
that something had to be done quickhy to 
stop the threatened diversion of north weat- 
ern flour to the gulf. They were satisfied to 
let the gulf roads take the business from 
Kansas City and the southwest, as the latter 
had the advantage of a much lower mileage 
to tidewater and could afford to make much 
lower rates to the gulf than could be made 
to the Atlantic. But they were not prepared 
to lose the grain business from Nebraska and 
western points north of Kansas, and the 
large flour business from Minneapolis and 
other points in the northwest. Hence a call 
for the meeting held here yesterday wae 
made by telegraph, and every important road 
running east from Chicago and St. Louis, and 
between Chicago and St. Paul, was repre- 
sented by its principal traffic officials. -. 
The western officials quickly convinced 
their eastern brethren that if they persisted 
in maintaining the prohibitive rates the four 
and grain business from the west and north- 
west would be diverted to the gulf. They de- 


clared that to keep the business from going 


te the gulf the eastern roads should make the 
same rate during the winter as had been in 
effect by the lake and rail lines during the 
summer. _ 


Small Reduction Is Agreed On. 
The eastern roads refused to make such a 
low rate as 14 cents from Chicago to New 
York, which was the lake and rail rate, Dut 
they expressed a willingness to reduce the 
rate now in effect l cent. The western roads 
did not think that this reduction would re- 
Neve the situation, and after hours ot talk 
the eastern roads consented to make arate 
of 16% cents from Chicago to New York, 
which la a reduction of 1% cents a hundred 
pounds. This will make the flour rate from 
Minneapolis to New York 24 cents, as against 
the 25% cent rate now in effect. © rah 
The concession made by the eastern roads 
ie not considered sufficient to turn the west- 
ern and northwestern export flour and grain 
business back to the Atlantic ports, although 
the gulf roads have agreed to maintain the 
standard 17 cent rate from Hansas to the 
guif ports after Dec. 31. The western and 
northwestern lines may agree to make & re- 
duction in their rates to Chicago and st. 
Louis, but they do not think that they can 
afford to make them low enough to estab- 
lish such a reasonable relative differences. 
between the gulf and Atlantic seaboard rates 
as will prevent the diversion of the bulk of 
the business to the gulf. 


Building a Wabash Connection. 

When the Wheeling and Lake Erie was

Magazines. nearly the whole year 


through. This seems 
to be a corollary of popularity. The more 
readers a magazine has the more ads it 
carries. Particularly is this true of Ameri- 
can magazines. 

It has often been remarked that Great 
Britain had no magazine to compare with 
the Century, Harpers, McClure’s, Ainslee’s, 
or any other of our really popular periodicals. 

Probably the chief reason for this was dis- 
‘closed last summer in one of Miss Gilder's 
letters krom London to Tun TRIBUNE'S lit- 
erary department. To her an English pub- 
lisher said that his publication would lose 
what subscribers it had if it took on half as 
much advertising as the average magazine 
carried. The newspapers in London would 
share the.same fate if they committed a 
similar offensé. This is just the difference 
between the English and the American read- 
ing public. The Englishman does not like to 
see merchants advertise their wares. The 
American rather likes it. The price of the 
magazines is moderate, and he knows that 
the periodical which carries the most ad- 
vertising must be the most popular, and as 

the Americans are the most discriminating 

in magazine buying, therefore the contents, 

even when there is the least, must be extra 

Bul thére are many advertisements in the 

magazines which are so attractive in matter 

and pictures that they vie with the real read- 

ing matter in the attention of some readers. 

This is because in no other coun is the 
: science of advertising raised to 80 high a 

Standard. Men of real literary ability are 

paid large salaries to concoct the most al- 

luring exploitation of the wares to be sold, 

and artists of no mean fame supply the 

pictures. 

There are. those, it ree said, who read these 
magazines ads to the exclusion of the 
literary contents. They may know nothing 
of James Whitcomb Riley, the poet, but they 
are well acquainted with Riley’s hams; of 
Henry James they may be ignorant, but of 
James pianos they read every month. Mrs. 
' Humphry Ward they pass over in contempt, 
but what s well known as Ward's X-Y-Z 
corsets?

VOCALISM AND THE BIBLE. 
A Valuable Book for Young Ministers and 


Orators. 
“VOCAL AND LITERARY INTERPRE- 
TATION OF THE BIBLE.” by Prof. S. 8. 
Curry (the Macmillan company). has the 
distinction of being the first of its kind. Its 
aim is specific; to teech ministers how to 
read: how to read suitably. worthily effec- 
tively. the bible. It is evidently the result 
of many years of study and experience. The 
author believes that to read the scriptures 
as it should be read would imply, in a high 
meaning of the term. an Interpretation of 
what is read. To read it in an Inapt. lazy, 
or slovenly way would be a kind of sacrilege. 
To read it in a self-conscious and affected 
artificiality of style would be no better. 

' Werbal expression is one thing. vocal ex- 
pression is another; the one is the comple- 
ment of the other. It would probably startle 
almost any minister to be suddenly made to 
realize how much of his own culture and 
character, how much that is indicative of 
his mental habits as well as his distinctive 
Spirit and temper come out in the way he 
reads the scripture. Words. of course have 
their meaning. but vocal expression is a 
revelation. It used to be said of Dr. Chan- 
ning that to hear him read the bible was to 
be admitted to the sources of religicus power. 
More than all other forms of artistic en- 
deavor. vocal expression brings into har- 
monious activity all the faculties of the man 
and mirrors his whole life. For this reason, 
the real mastery of vocalization would it- 
gelf imply an all round liberalization and 
refinement of personal discipline. besides 
duplicating one's power of ministering to the 
edification and enjoyment of others. 

The importance of the subject of “vocal 
and literary expression.“ as outlined in this 
work by Dr. Curry. can hardly be exag- 
.gerated. There is considerable repetition. 
but perhaps that is no great fault in a scheme 
of practical discipline of this character. It 
is a book which the young minister would 
do well to get to heart. .

Story of a ‘Soldier’s Elle. 


A Fine Autobiography by Lord Wolseley. 


| | REMEMBER reading recently that pub- 


lishers were more interested in getting 

biographies and autobiographies on their 

list than novels, and I can readily under- 
Stand this, though to be sure few books 
of this class have the sale of novels. There 
are no David Harums among the biogra- 
phies of the day. The advantage that the 
biography has over the novel, however, is 
‘that it goes on selling; it has more than ite 
‘little hour. 
The number of books of the biography 
class that have been published during this 
fall would seem to prove the statement that 
I refer to. I have seldom known a more 
interesting lot of biographies and autobi- 
ographies than have come from the press 
this season. Today I have before me the 
advance sheets of one of the most interest- 
ing of the lot, Lord Wolseley’s THE 
STORY OF A SOLDIER’S LIFE,” in two 
large volumes, bearing the imprint of 
Messrs. Charles Scribner's Sons. Even in 
these two volumes Lord Wolseley has not 
told all that he has to say. He breaks off 
with the Ashantee campaign of 1874, but 


down to date. 

It seems that Lora Wolseley lost all his 
letters, diaries, and papers by fire some 
years ago, but he has kept the events of 
his life well stored in hig memory, and with 
such papers as are left he has given the 
world a book that will make his countrymen 
at least do some hard thinking. Nothing 
could be more outspoken than Lord Wolsetey 
is in these volumes, but he is not writing for 
the sake of making a sensation, but to speak 
the truth and to arouse England to its alarm- 
ing situation. He makes this et sta te- 
ment: 

We are never ready for war, and yet we never 
have a cabinet that would dare to tell the people 
this truth. Our absolute unreadiness. for war is 
known to all our thoughtful soldiers, and without 
any doubt all the details which go to make up the 
fact are duly recorded and docketed in the war 
Office of every European nation. 

England the unready nation is the way 
he describes his country in this outspoken 
book. Not only is England of the present day 
unprepared for war but it seems that the 
situation was the same during the Crimean 
war: 

But what about that civil government of ours 
which sent an army to the Crimea without any 
means of carrying either food or wounded men? If 
the curses of brave men affect the future life of 
those who have injured them; many members of 
the cabinet that sent us to the Crimea must now 
have uncomfortable quarters somewhere. And 
richly they deserve to be punished in the next 
world, for our ministers are never adequately 
punished in this life for their public crimes in such 
cases. Was there ever a greater public crime than 
that of sending our little army to the Crimea, 
where so many died of want and of the diseases 
which want always engenders? 

His description of the privations that the 
army suffered during that famous campaign 
are graphicand terrible. Through ignorance, 


the people urged. 

Ignorance, forsooth, exclaims Lord Wolseley. 
And of what greater crime can a war minister be 
convicted? If he be ignorant, what right has he 
to fill a place and draw its emoluments when he 
lacks the knowledge required for the proper and 
useful discharge of its duties? Yet this is stil! 
what we see; a man who is not a soldier, and who 
is entirely ignorant of war, is selected solely for 
political reasons to be the secretary of state for 
war. I might with quite as great propriety be 
sclected to be the chief surgeon in a hospital. I 
have had some experience of wounds and opera- 
tions, but those too often selected to be our min- 
isters of war know as much about war or soldiers 
as I do about abstruse theology. It isan infamous, 
a foolish system, and sooner or later it must land 
us in serious, if not in some disastrous, national

Of the staff officers in this campaign he 
says: 

Many of them were merely flaneurs ‘ about 
town who knew as little of war and its science as 
they did of the Differential Calculus! Almost all 
our officers at that time were uheducated as sol- 
diers, and many of those placed upon the staff of 
the army at the beginning of the war were abso- 


lutely unfit for positions they had secured through 


family or political interest. There were, of course, 
a few brilliant exceptions, but they made the in- 
competence of the many all the more remarkable. 

Lord Wolseley has not yet forgiven the gov- 
ernment for this campaign: 

In the government that sent our men to the 
Crimea there was nb soldier; all its members were 
political gentlemen. I trust that in the next world 
they may be the slaves of the noble spirits who 
died of want before Sebastopol through their ig- 
norance of war, of its wants, and of its stupendous 
difficulties. 

The blundering of the English government 
in the Crimean war does not seem to have 
taught it a lesson, for its unpreparedness for 
war is as marked today as it was then: 
During peace we never have the military stores 
required for the mobilization of the military 
forces we depend upon for the defense of these 
islands. In fact, the great military problems 
which such an empire as ours involve are never 
duly considered, much less provided for. When 
war is thrust upon us, as it was recently in south

off unhurt in the turmoil of execration they have 
raised against soldiers who, though in office, 
are never in power. And soit will always be until 
poor, deluded John Bull insists upon a certificate 
being annually laid before parliament by the non- 
political commander-in-chief that the whole of 
the military forces of the empire can be completely 
and effectively equipped for war in a fortnight; or, 
should he be unable conscientiously to sign such 
a certificate, he should be obliged to specify all 
‘our military deficiencies. Who is it that objects 
to this necessary precaution against disaster? 
Not, certainly, the commander-in-chief, nor any 
other soldier at the war office. If this were made 
law the people would insist upon our mobilization 
arrangements being complete at all times, and 
that the arms and stores required to place in the 
field all our military forces were in our magazines 
and ready for issue. But there would never then 
be any such deficiencies, for England would insist 
upon having them made good as soon as they were 
thus reported to parliament. Alas, alas, poor 
England! some day or other she will have to pay 
heavily and seriously for her folly in this respect.

I have tried to record the noble actions I have 
witnessed, and to describe the men I have been 
associated with. I have set down naught in malice, 
and therefore beg my readers to e what may 
be my prejudices.

When in any difficulty 
his first thought was, What would my master 
do were he now in my place?” It was this con- 
stant reliance upon his Maker, this spiritual com- 
muning with his Savior upon every daily occur- 
rence in life, that enabled him absolutely to ignore 
self and take no heed for what tomorrow might 


bring forth, | | 


During the rebellion in the United States 
Lord Wolseley visited this country—he was 
then a colonel—and succeeded in getting in- 
side of the confederate lines. He was eager 
to see Gen. Lee, for whom he had a great 
admiration. If Lee had had his way the con- 
federacy would have won, according to Lord 
Wolseley. It was the interference of civil- 
fans that lost that cause. Gen. Lee he de- 
scribes as that greatest of all modern lead- 
ers.“ and later he adds: 

He was the ablest general, and, to me, seemed 
the greatest man I ever conversed with, and yet 
T have had the privilege of meeting Von Moltke 
and Prince Bismarck, and at least upon one oc- 
casion had a long and intensely interesting con- 
versation with the latter. Gen. Lee was one of 
the few men who ever seriously impressed and 
awed me with their natural, their inherent great - 
ness. Forty years have come and gone since our 
meeting, yet the majesty of his manly bearing, 
the genial winning grace, the sweetness of his 
emile, and the impressive dignity of his old fach- 
toned style of address, come back to me amongst 
the most cherished of my recollections. His great- 
tess made me humble, and I never felt my own 
individua! insignificance more keenly than I did 
in his presence. 

Lord Wolseley also met wan Jack- 
son, whom he classes with no one whom 
I ever met or read of in history.“ Lee he 
found the type. physically and socially, of 
“a proud cavalier, who would certainly 
have fought for his king had he lived when 
Rupert charged at Naseby. Jackson,“ he 
adds. would have been more at home 
Amongst Cromwell's Ironsides upon that 
fatal June 14.“ 

The last chapter of Lord Wolseley’s book 
is devoted to “ England, the Unready Na- 
tion.“ and at its close he exclaims: 

Keep your hands off the regiment, ye iconoclas- 
tic civilian officials who meddle and muddle in 
army matters. Clever politicians you may be, but 
you are not soldiers and you do not understand 
them: they are not pawns on a chess board. Leave 
the management of our fighting men to soldiers 
of experience in our British army of old renown, 
and do not parody us by appearing in. public 
decked for the nonce-in a soldier’s khaki coat. 
You might as well put your arm in a sling or 
tle your head up in the bandage of some poor 
maimed soldier, to whom, when wounded and 
unable to earn a livelihood, your regulations al- 
low a pension of sixpence a day!“

“THE BOOK OF MONTHS,” by E. F.

_ ples of the founders of the republic upon the great 


questions of war, the subjugation of weak peoples 
by strong, and the promotion of the peace and 
order of the world.

After William Henry Johnson's twelve 
sketches of PIONEER SPANIARDS IN 
NORTH AMERICA " (Little, Brown & Co.). 
one feels curious to know why playwrights 
have skipped this fascinating period of Amer- 
ican history, where melodrama. comedy, and 
tragedy are literally crowded into a hundred 
years. There is scarcely a page of these vivid 
chronicles that does not offer a plot. 

Mr. Johnson’s book is true history, but it is 
hard in this stage of the world to believe it. 
No more romantic.stories ever have been 
written than his short sketches of Balboa, 
Gortes, Ponce de Leon, and their crews, and 
their search in the American wilds for hidden 
El Dorados. 

The sketches do not pretend to offer original 
material, but draw most of their material 
from more voluminous works, including those 
of Fiske, Dellenbaugh, Winsor, and the re- 
ports of the Washington bureau of ethnology, 
which most persons have not time to read. 
It would be a hard hater of history who could 
not get interested in the facts as they are 
presented here. 

Not many persons, for example, know that 
Kansas and Oklahoma were first discovered 
by Francisco Vasquez de Coronado, who 
traveled there with his bold Spanish ad- 
venturers over sixty years before Jamestown 
was founded, in search of a kingdom where 
indians sailed in canoes whose prows were 
of solid gold, over rivers containing fish as 
big as horses. Coronado did not find it, al- 
though its location was accurately described 
to him by his Indian captives, and nobody has 
found ii since.

Kings- 
ley had his mission to perform and his mes- 
sage to deliver, and he performed and deliv- 
ered them through the medium of fiction, and 
fiction can serve no higher ends than when it 
is used for such purposes.

Hypatia may today sound here and there 
a trifle grandiose, but there is no one who 
doubts that it possesses power of a high de- 
gree and imagination of a delicate quality. 
For the jaded novel reader of the present 
time it should possess a rare charm. It has 
pleased for more than half a century and it 
promises long to be one of the most striking 
and powerful romances ever written in 
English. |

“Esther Burr J.arnal.’’ 


An ‘autobiographical record of the brief life of 
the daughter of that great and good leader of 
Presbyterians, Jonathan Edwards, is given in 
Esther Burr’s Journal.“ On the title page 
the name of Jeremiah Eames Rankin appears 
as author and editor. He has made excellent 
use of the scanty store of accessible material, 
and the tenuous narrative throws much light upon 
the spiritual beauty of his subject. Mrs. Burr, 
who was the wife of the president of Princeton 
university, Uved only to the age of 27. Her death 
occurred eight months after that of her gifted 
husband; and she survived her father but six- 
teen days, The typography of the little book 
is a trie gaudy for the modesty of its contents, 
but the illustrations are in good taste.

THER 


F all the expensive and at the same 
time fascinating quarry for collectors, 
there is none more so than the gather- 
ing of old silver. At the same time 
there is nothing the collection of 

which requires a more intimate and expert 
knowledge of the craft, One can invest thou- 
sands in worthless and ugly tankards, gob- 
lets, candlesticks, and tableware unless he 
has the knowledge to prevent the dealers 
from imposing on him. 

All the old silversmiths and goldsmiths of 
London had their private marks, and the 
alert hunter after this sort of game must 
know all these little sign manuals and be 
able to detect at a glance that which is true 
and valuable and that which is false and 
worthiess. To enable the collector to do this 
Montague Howard's work. OLD LONDON 
SILVER.“ has been published by Charles 
Scribner's Sons of New York. 

It is a handsome large quarto of over 400 
pages, beautifully printed on the best paper 
and made stil more valuable by 200 illustra- 
tions and over 4,000 facsimiles of makers’ 
marks and hallmarks. As there are few 
books concerning ancient silver, the labor of 
Mr. Howard in preparing this work had 
necessarily to be largely first hand research. 
From the books of Cripps and Chaffers he 
got nearly all the information that was avail- 
able in print. 

The volume starts with a short account of 
the art in England, illustrated with portraits 
of the leading silversmiths taken from old 
engravings which one can easily believe were 
procured only after great research. First 
among these workers in silver is St. Dunstan 
of Glastonbury, he who is said to have taken 
his satanic majesty by the nose with a pair 
of tongs. St. Dunstan profiting by the en- 
couragement given to the art by King Al- 
fred, made many beautiful things in gold 
and silver, and in the wardrobe account of 
Edward I. appears the following item: “A 
gold ring with a sapphire, of the workman- 
ship of St. Dunst&n,”’ so it is little wonder 
that the goldsmiths of London adopted him 
as their patron saint. Later there were 
several pieces of plate made by him of which 
there are records. Indeed the monasteries 
of England in the eleventh, twelfth, and thir- 
teenth centuries contained many men expert 
in the art. Even the coming of the Normans 
stimulated the fabrication of gold and silver 
work, and, strange to say, neither the Con- 
queror nor his barons interfered with the 
increasing production of ecclesiastical silver. 


By centuries down through the middle ages 
Mr. Howard trates the growth of this art, 
naming as he goes the great workers and 
their chief pieces where they are known. 
They were greatly esteemed and often 
knighted. In the sixteenth century five gold- 
smiths became lord mayors of London, and 
one of them occupied the office five times. 
In the seventeenth century the nobility in- 
vested largely in gold and silver, and Prince 
Christian of Denmark gate James I. of Eng- 
land a gold sword which cost $35,000. The 
silver tankard came in with this age, and 
even the middle and lower classes began to 
own plate. The luxurious cavaliers of Charles 
1.’s day rioted in costly things of this sort, 
and after a temporary eclipse under Crom- 
well, the art again flourished. 

A shortage of bullion under William III. 
caused the mint to buy huge quantities of 
plate for coinage purposes, paying 5 shillings 
4d an ounce. But the eighteenth century 
was the El Dorado of the English silver- 
smiths. Not only was the amount of plate 
made large but the introduction of tea and 
coffee led to the manufactureof beautiful tea 
and coffee pots, sugar bowls and tongs, 
sifters, toast racks, and a hundred other 
useful or luxurious things. Hence most of 
the illustrations in Mr. Howard’s book are 
representations of eighteenth century silver- 
ware, and the various changes of form and 
decoration are described in detail under the 
separate articles. He divides the century, 
however, into (1) the Queen Anne period, (2) 
the Lamerie period, from early George I. to 
early George III., and (3) the classical pertod. 
from early George III. to the first few years 
of the next century. 


The silver of Queen Anne’s day was noted 
for its massiveness, simplicity, and freedom 
from ornamentation. Form, not decoration, 
was the ruling idea. The Lamerie period, so 
named from a famous worker, showed a 
gradual improvement in form and increasing 
ornamentation. The finds at Pompeii 
stimulated the workers of the classical period 
to designs modeled on the work of Wedg- 
wood, the potter, and Flaxman, the sculptor. 
The Adams brothers introduced many classi- 
cal designs. Many famous silversmiths lived 
at this time and their pieces are extremely 
valuable today. 

The largest private collection owned today 
is that of King Edward VII., which is valued 
at $5,000,000. | 

Besides the 4,000 makers’ marks given in 
the book, there is a complete list of London 
silversmiths from 1801 to 1850, with their ad- 
dresses and the years in which they flour- 
ished. There is a full index and the book in 
its dark leather binding makes a handsome 
appearance.

dinner with Mr. Chesterton. 


It is not alone that one would have the op- 
portunity for disagreeing with him—which 
would be privilege enough—but also that 
here and there one would agree utterly.

‘pletely true that it seems as if it must be 
n trite utterance. But upon examination 
‘one finds that it is not. For example, speak- 
ing of Stevenson, he says it is quite inap- 
propriate to judge of him by the two or three 
‘nbvels he wrote.

0 j HE GREAT FRENCH PAINT- 
an imposing book. It is intended 
for the table, and the many illus- 

trations which it contains are taken 
from photographic collections made by vari- 
ous publishers at the Louvre and Luxem- 
bourg galleries, and from two private collec- 
tions. The book deals with those French 
artists who, coming after the Italian in- 
fluence upon French art has died away, 
awoke the expression of their national 
thought and taste. With Delacroix and 
Ingres, two contrasting artists; the new 
world of artistic production began for 
France. With this new world, so heroic, so 
intoxicated with its independence, M. Mau- 
clair deals. He is enamored with his sub- 
ject, and writes with charming fluency. All 
he says is convincing, and if the critic be in- 
clined to differ from him in any respect, he 
will at least concede to M. Mauclair at all 
times a fine eloquence and a noble ideal. He 
follows with understanding thé models which 
have passed over Paris in alternate splendor 
and depression during the past seventy-five 
year: The history of art always involyes 


psychology if it be treated truly, and this 


author is quite equal to the task. He fol- 
lows the French painters from the daysof the 
overthrown the Italian classicism, through 
the period of heroic realism, through the epl- 
sode of extravagant romanticism, to tne 
present day. 

He says: Landscape painting has reached 
its finest development since 1880; academic 
art is summed up in Ingres at the same 
period; portraiture saw its best examples at 
the same time and about the middle of the 


century: orientalism was the passion of the 


painters from 1830 to 1800; symbolism and 
the painting of history based upon exegetic 
documents have appeared since; impres- 
sionism has developed from 1866 to our own 
day; intimism’is the last movement of the 
young school; and finally, decorative art has 
found its most Ulustrious exponent in Puvis 
de Chavannes, who terminates the French 
nineteenth century.“ i 
M. Mauclair has energy and definiteness 
as well as scholarship, and his book in con- 


sequence is vastly entertaining as well as 


instructive. A keen enthusiasm for his sub- 
ject sustains him at all times, and a feeling 
for “ noble art furnishes him with a stend- 
ard by which he can measure his meh—a 
standard which sometimes betrays the limits 
of French art. In other words, M. Mauclair 
is not a confirmed provincial, as Frenchmen 
are liable to be, but writes from the basis 
of a man who understands relative values, 
and who sets motive, true power, ideals, and 
sincerity above technique, while standing, 
as the French have always stood, for thor- 
ough schooling and exquisite detall. His 
book is broad and wholesome, and any stu- 
dent or lover of art cannot but be mentally 
enriched by the reading of it. (E. P. Dutton

From the 
first residence in Rome of Michael Angelo, 
through all the rich years which, following, 
saw Christian art attain its füll flower, the 
reader is led by his enthusiastic guide. The 
ground is familiar, but M. Klaczko brings to 
it a fresh and original mind—the mind of a 


man of trained taste and of large experience 


-with-Hfe—eo lange that he fs not tempted to 


overestimate even art. It is the balance and

larly to the reader.

MERMAID DRAMATISTS RENEWED. 

The Old Playwright’s Best Work Ap- 

re in a New Dress. 

For years the MERMAID SERIES OF 
THE OLD DRAMATISTS” has been a 
standard one for students. The idea of pre- 
senting the Elizabethan and restoration 
playwrights in popular and handy form was 
a good one, the execution was as good as the 


extremely happy. Now Charles Scribner's 
Sons have done better. They have imported 
this edition in new form. The same stereo- 
type plates are used, but the popular “ thin 
paper again comes into play, and the book, 
instead of being an inch and a half or two 
inches thick, as they were before, are hardly 
an inch through. The pages have been cut 
down, but that is no loss, and any of the 
books slip easily into the average pocket. 
They are neatly bound in buff cloth. 

Four works have thus far been issued. Ben 
Jonson, in three volumes, is edited by Brins- 
ley Nicholson and C. H. Herford. The text 
which has been followed is that of 1816, ed- 
ited.by Willlam Gifford. There is a frontis- 
piece to each volume. The plays of Sir Rich- 
ard Steele are edited by G. A. Aitkin, those 
of William Congreve by Alexander Charles 
Ewald, and those of Christopher Marlowe by 
Havelock Ellis, with an introduction by J. 
A. Symonds, who was one of the best author- 
ities on the pre-Shakspearean drama of any 
man in.the last century.

DR. HOWE’S NOBLE WORK. 

What and How He Taught Laura Bridg- 

man Recorded in an Interesting Book. 

As among the first, if not absolutely the 
first, of the blind and deaf mutes whose fame 
has become world wide, Laura Bridgman 
must always remain an interesting figure in 
history. Her story now appears in full for 
the first time and is told by Maud Howe and 
Florence Howe Hall, daughters of Dr. Sam- 
uel Gridley Howe, Laura Bridgman's teacher. 
The book is called LAURA BRIDGMAN ” 
(Little, Brown & Co.). Dr. Howe was the 
pioneer of the system that has produced such 
remarkable results in the case of Helen Kel- 
‘er, and the book is made up of his records, 
Laura’s own journals, and extracts from the 
journals of different teachers. 

Laura had only one sense, that of touch, 
and the story of the painstaking methods and 
infinite patience with which her shut in“ 
mind was reached and developed through this 
one sense is wonderfully interesting, as well 
as pathetic. Even her simple questions con- 
cerning God are recorded, and through the 
letters she wrote can be traced the gradual 
unfolding of a human soul from darkness 
into the “light that never was on sea or 
land.“ 

The book contains several portraits and 
pictures and includes several poems to the 
memory of Dr. Howe written by Holmes, 
Whittier, and others. 


More Temple Classics. 

Those excellent little books, the Temple Classics, 
now contain a neat three volume edition ot, James 
Howell s Familiar Letters, or Epistles Ho— 
Eliane,” as they were called. The frontispieces 
are fine engravings of Venice from the Grand 
canal, Ben Jonson, and the west front of old St. 
Paul's. This edition is reprinted from the fourth 
complete edition, and is edited by Oliphant Smea- 
ton. who collated the text, appended the notes, 
and supplied the marginalia. Other new classics 
are Verba Christi and Pippa Passes, and 
Other Poems, by Browning.
